





What began as a controversy over Hornet 
editorial policy turned into a political power play 
yesterday as the Student Senate declined to 
appoint Carolann Cohen as next year’s Hornet 
editor until after the student government 
elections 

In effect, a few members of the Senate have 
decided to hold Ms. Cohen’s appointment over the 
head of the Hornet in an attempt to scare the 
Hornet into abandoning their position in the 
controversy over Student Body President Arturo 
Avina’s front page political endorsement, and 
Printing whatever election coverage these Senators 
want 

Senate Chair Roberto Hernandez—who is one of 
those running against Manuel Caro, Avina’s 
choice-originally moved to table Ms. Cohen’s 
appointment until the Board of Publications could 
determine the kind of election coverage planned 
for the next two pre-election issues of the Horner 

At that point, the Senators were told by the 
Board of Publications Chair, Richard Armentrout, 
that the B.O.P. could only recommend policy for 
the Hornet. Final authority, he said, still rested 
with Editor-in-Chief Cindi Hunter

They were also told—repeatedly—that Carolann 
Cohen was not responsible for printing Avina’s 
endorsement on the front page, and that her 
qualifications as next year’s ediior should not be 
confused with the Hornet policy presently in 
question 

Hernandez and Senators Tom Carr and Paul 
Riggs nevertheless voted ‘“‘no” on a motion to 
approve Ms. Cohen, the B.O.P.’s choice as 
editor-elect 

A lot of high-sounding phrases about “idealism” 
and “humanistic’’ approaches get thrown around 
at election time, but it seems that when it comes 
down to the crunch, it is easier to just misuse 
political power to get one’s way

The Hornet refuses to be pushed around, and it 
especially refuses to be pushed around by the kind 
of unfair threat that it witnessed yesterday. 

The front page endorsement controversy is stil] 
open. Avina may have been wrong in requesting it, 
the Hornet may have been wrong in believing that 
it was his right to do so. We don’t deny that. 

But the way to settle the question is to take it 
up with Avina and with Cindi Hunter — not tc 
bully the Hornet into acquiescence by holding a 
political club over its most vulnerable areas. 

To do so is a gross misuse of political power anc 
a serious threat to the already-threatened freedom 
of the student press.

High on their list of priorities 
is establishing a free or low cost 
legal aid center, similar to ones 
at University of the Pacific and 
UC Davis, using third-year law 
students from McGeorge School 
of Law 

They also think student 
government should be involved 
in the kind of academic 
counseling that students receive. 
Claiming that many students’ 


college careers are injured by 
inept student or faculty 
counseling, Khan and Sullivan 
Support bringing professional 
academic counselors on campus 
They suggested approaching the 
administration for funding, 
rather than the student body 

A major difference with the 
other slates is their stand on 
funding for intercollegiate 
athletics. Khan and Sullivan said 
they would increase the funding, 
explaining that sports is an area 
that affects many CSUS 
students. Khan could not predict 
which areas he would divert 
other funds from, but promised 
that they would not raise 
student body fees 

The parking problem? Lyman 
Khan has been working on a 
committee to study the parking 
Situation, and plans to issue a 
statement on possible solutions 
before Wednesday's election 


Hollimon-Ratti 


Described by supporters as a 
man “who tells it like it is, 
Jamie Hollimon and his running 
mate Carolyn Ratti hope to 
bring CSUS to major university 
Status if elected to the top 
student government positions

“IT think it is very much so (as 
to whether or not it is thé job of 
Student Body President tu be 
concerned about «ducational 
quality) if he doesn't do it. who 
will?”

Freeman-Chipp 


Feeling that the present 
Student government represents 
only one group -- the 
Mexican-Americans — Larry 
Freeman and Bob Chipp have a 
commitment to bringing all 
groups into the government in 
order to make it active and 
viable 

They also want a safer 
campus, One where cars are not 
broken into and women can 
walk safely at night 

Freeman-Chipp propose a 
better lighting system coupled 
with emergency phones on 
campus to alleviate this problem. 

They feel that ‘every 
government has the prime 
responsibility of providing for 
the general safety.”’ 

‘Handicapped students are 
the last minority” they said. 
They favor facilities that would 
make life a little easier for 
handicapped students at CSUS, 

Freeman continually stressed 
the need for involving everyone 
in student government and 
believes that student government 
could be instrumental in seeing 
that all of the campus resources 
are used for the maximum 
benefit of the students 

Programs such as Intramural 
Sports should be expanded in 
their opinion 

They want to see funding for 
the band and for the arts in 
general since they see the society 
4s a whole as lacking in that 
regard 

They are in favor of 
Alternative Education and see 
that issue as one of whether or 
not the students will be allowed 
{Oo determine their own 
education 

Also they teel that CSUS is 
criticized much too often and 
that it ts “a fine school with fine 


departments 


to manage the financial affairs of 
the student body in far better 
ways than previously has been 
done, Roberto Hernandez and 
Jose Torres have put together a 
coalition effort they feel will 
bring them victory 

Hernandez feels he would be a 
president who would do more 
than Arturo Avina has. He felt 
that Avina has ‘‘not 
implemented any programs” 
during his term of office 

They list as one of their major 
concerns the reestablishing of 
Gay, Women’s, War-Peace and 
Experimenta! Studies, full 
support for the Child Care 
Center, better facilities for 


forth by Hernandez on how to 
improve nighttime safety 
through better lighting, alarm 
boxes, and other security 
devices. 

Torres, who did much of the 
talking, emphasized that their 
group included women, gays, 
ex-cons, Chicanos, and that he 
felt it was encouraging to see 
these diverse groups coming 
together for a common goal. 

An ex-restaurant manager 
with much experience in the 
food management field, Torres 
said he knew from his 
experience that food could be 
sold at a higher quality at 
current prices.

Endorsed by outgoing

Ramos plan to bring their 
“varied experiences a sense of 
maturity and a creative and 
imaginative leadership to student 
government.” 

They felt that the student 
lobbyist should not just be well 
informed himself, but should see 
to it that the student body as a 
whole is well informed on the 
legislative issues that effect 
them. “It goes one step beyond 
being just aware of it, it goes to 
making your constituents 
aware.” 

Their concerns on the parking 
situation encompassed both the 
concerns tor more space and the 
ecological problems caused by 
automobiles 


Caro would like to see some 
sort of a shuttle bus on campus 
from the outlying parking areas 
to the main campus areas as well 
as off-campus multi-story lots 
with bus service from them to 
the campus. 

Being Chicano would not 
cause them to be discriminatory 
towards any group and 
mentioned that Avina’s 
performance thit year showed 
that all groups could be treated 
fairly despite the race of the 
poeple involved. 

They seem to have a concern 
for all campus groups and 
emphasize their “humanistic” 
outlook on campus government 
and their life experiences and 
their special concerns for 
women, ethnic peoples and the 
poor

Arab Problems 


The literary situation in the 
Arab Middle East is directly tied 
to the problem of Arabic 
heritage, said Dr. Shawky El 
Sukkary in his speech on 
Wednesday 

Why is Arabic heritage a 
problem? First of all, “The past 
is glorious while the present is at 
best to be put up with.” 

Secondly, the Arabic language 
itself presents problems in 
communication. There are 
different standards for Arabic, 
widely divergent dialects and its 
written representation is still a 
matter of debate among literate 
Arabs today 

Finally, ‘Arabic literature 
today reflects a feeling of 
anxiety over the question of its 
Own identity especiaily as it 
faces the challenge of an alien 
and aggressive culture from 
outside.” 

Presently there is a “vigorous 
translation movement” taking 
place “especially in the area «of 

the novel, the Play and the short 
story, all developed in the 
West.”” This movement is the 
result of “a new awakening to 
the existence of other literatures 
both Eastern and Western.” 

Sukkary concluded that 
questions involved with Arabic 
heritage are the natural focusing 
point in a stage of development 
which involves so many differing 
backgrounds as well as so much 


self-examination

Mr. Gershman launched into a 
very logical, unemotional 
explanation concerning the role 
of the U.S. and the USSR in the 
Middle East. He cited the recent 
shift of emphasis by the USSR 
into the Persian Gulf region 
where Kuwait and Iraq are 
having territorial disputes over 


Israel 
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As a student who has been 
involved in student body 
government on this campus for 
almost three years, | deeply 
object to Student Body 
President Arturo Avina’s misuse 
of the Hornet to promote his 
personal choice of candidate for 
the office of S. B. President for 
next year. | know of no statute 
which gives Arturo the right to 
use the front page of the Horner 
in this manner.

land with oil under it 

According to Mr. Gershman. 
the conflict between the Arabs 
and the Israelis only diverts 
attention from the greater 
economic and political issue tied 
up in the oil lands. 

He sees the alliance between 
the U.S. and Israel as a way to 
securing the safety of oil 
installations because if the U.S 
were not a friend of Israel, 
Israel jets could demolish those 
American-producing installations 
all over the Arab world 
whenever war breaks out. 

He spoke of the Israelis 
so-called need for a land of their 
own”... and the people who are 
supposed to be without land 
Obviously have their own lands 
As American Jews have land. 
Atter all Jews are as much a part 
of this country (U.S.) as 
any body else.”’ 

Referring again to Israel 
“This is a rich ghetto like 
Beverly Hills...It discriminates 
against others. It views others as 
obstacles, as people to be 
exploited 

He hopes that Palestine will 
one day be liberated and spoke 
of that day, saying, “It will not 
be a state which is used as a base 
for an entire world-wide 
community that has no 
relationship to the land. It is not 
a base for the world-wide Jewish 
community. It does not belong 
to Manhattan.”
